Whether 
it copies from New Zealand, or No­ 
va Scotia, Denmark, Wisconsin or 
California, it is simply butter when 
it reaches the markets of New York, 
Chicago and San Franccsio, and the 
prices in all cities, with due allow­ 
ance for slight freight rate differn- 
tkls. are practically the same. 
“During 1923 average prices of 
dairy products throughout the coun­ 
try increased— butter

percent, 
cheese 13 percent, condensed milk 
30 percent, and marketed milk 17 
per cent.’’ 
Th** dairy council said butter in­ 
creased in almost the same propor­ 
tion everywhere, from an average

Snow Blasted from Railroad. 
(By the Associated Presa) 
FAIRBANKS, Alaska.—Snowslide 
problems on the government’s Alas­ 
ka railroad present difficulties nev­ 
er encountered by transcontinental 
railroad companies' during .the mild­ 
er winters in the states, where ro­ 
tary plows usually are enough to 
open the roads. 
In the latter part of this winter 
600 kegs of black powder were used 
In a month on the Alaska railroad 
to remove an avalanche of snow, 71 
miles from Seward, that had wreck­ 
ed snowsheds and blocked traffic. 
The powder was exploded in the 
keg containers, instead or by the 
former method of pouring the blast­ 
ing material into coyote holes. Gas 
helmets were used by the men to 
enter the smoke filled showsheds to 
place the kegs in place for blast­ 
ing. The final blast, which cleared 
the line of the 
last 
of 
100,000 
yards of snow, 
consumed 
nearly 
two tons of powder. 
In places along the right-of-way, 
where plows failed to work success­ 
fully and where the snow was not 
excessively deep, steam was employ­ 
ed.
